The City of Chicago 
recently assured 
the public that the 
9 percent tax on 
cloud and streaming 
services is not new, 
but instead falls 
under the criterion of 
the city’s amusement 
tax. 

There are plenty 
of revenue streams 
already in place for 
Chicago, such as state 
tax, sales tax, income 
tax, property tax, residential zone permits, 
license plate registration stickers and boat 
mooring tax, but there’s always 
room for more. 

Here are a few new taxes (and 
a toll and a ticket) Chicagoans 
should expect to see on the 
books very soon. 

H’lti from 
Chicago’ tax 

Working with neighboring 
municipalities and counties, 

Chicago will create an “I’m 
from Chicago” tax on those 
who say it but don’t actually 
live within city limits. I 
can just hear an alderman 
proclaiming, “We’ve got too many Hinsdale 
people saying they’re from Chicago. We’re 
working with counties like DuPage to 
inspect, identify and capitalize on this 
behavior. If you want to say you’re from 
Chicago, then you’re going to pay like you’re 
from Chicago.” 

Walking too slow ticket 

Ever tried to hightail it to Shake Shack and 


back on your lunch hour, only to get stuck 
behind someone walking at the speed of 
paint drying? This one’s for you. Pedestrians 
caught walking too slow on packed city 
sidewalks would be ticketed. According to 
the guidelines, “IY)ur pace} should be about 
the steady clip of a purebred Yorkshire 
Terrier.” 

Swear tax 

Potty mouths beware! Residents caught 
publicly swearing face a new $i-per-offense tax. 
According to one city official, “The swear jar 
worked very well in high school. We’re excited 
to apply that same logic to the entire city” 

Breathing toll (or *air tax’) 

All humans passing though 
Chicago would face a 
mandatory toll for the 
consumption of air within 
city limits. According to the 
bill, the foliage responsible 
for producing the oxygen that 
local residents breathe are 
planted by city officials, and 
thus the oxygen belongs to 
the city 

Denim tax 

Denim clothing and 
accessories purchased to be

In many ways, pop stars function as superheroes— we want the artists we love to win, and we 
want to watch in awe as they fight and overcome the forces of evil sung about in glossy, 
palatable pop songs. And Taylor Swift is the superhero almost everyone roots for. 




From the start, the now-25-year-old singer, who 
appears Saturday and Sunday at Soldier Field, has 
been ‘America’s Sweetheart.” Beginning with heart- 
felt country pop odes to Tim McGraw and her 
guitar to pining for the guy who’s dating the girl in 
short skirts, not the one in T-shirts, Swift simulta- 
neously has been the sweet, lovable underdog and 
the unstoppable popular girl. Straddling the line 
between country and pop (and now completely on 
the pop side of the spectrum), she’s written defi- 
ant songs against those who oppose her. In “Shake 
It Off,” she brushed off the haters and noted that, 
no matter what, they’ll continue to “hate, hate, 
hate, hate, hate.” With her 2010 track “Mean,” she 
tackled geezer music critics who are “pathetic and 
alone in life,” while on the thinly veiled new single 
“Bad Blood,” her enemy was “allegedly” another 
pop megastar that rhymes with Hatey Terry While 
Swift’s lyrics long have been self-referential, alluding 
to her much-publicized career and social life (just 
listen to “Blank Space”), they’re relatable enough to 
resonate for everyone. 

By all metrics, Taylor Swift has won. At this point, 
her albums comprise two things: smash hit singles 
and songs that would be smash hits if she decided 
to put them on the radio. Her last full-length, 
2014’s “1989,” is the closest thing to an all-out musi- 
cal blockbuster we’ve had in recent years. It’s gone 
quintuple platinum in the U.S. alone, selling a stag- 


gering 1.29 million records in its first week (for com- 
parison, Kendrick Lamar’s “To Pimp A Butterfly” 
debuted with a little more than a quarter of those 
numbers). She managed to have the new streaming 
titan Apple Music change its tune about not pay- 
ing artists, labels and songwriters during its free 
trial period just by writing a Tumblr post. And in 
the meantime, she's documented on Instagram her 
dozens of sun-splashed days spent with her gaggle 
of famous friends, all while giving back to her fans. 
Life is good for Taylor Swift. 

When she returns to Chicago this weekend, she 
does so not as underdog but as victor. The two sta- 
dium shows will be a testament to just how much 
of an institution Swift has become in popular 
music and culture. On this tour, her shows are 
complete jaw-droppers— matching her im- 
mense popularity with fun-filled specta- 
cle. In honor of the upcoming concerts,
